_ Popular Mechanics Do-It-Yourself Ency- 
clopedia for Home Owner, Craftsman 
and Hobbyist. 12v. New York, J. J. Lit- 
tle and Ives Co, Inc, [c1955]. illus.

'The editors of the well-known Popular 
Mechanics Magazine have selected and re- 
printed in' these 12 volumes a great many 
articles for the person who likes to work 
with his hands. It is therefore not an ency- 
clopedia in the usual sense but a collection . 
of short pieces providing directions for'a 
vast number of do-it-yourself projects. 

. The Popular Mechanics Do-It-Yourself 

Encyclopedia was published in 1955. The 

original source of this material is obviously 

the file of the Popular Mechanics Magazine. 


, About a dozen items in the 1954-1955 span 


of the magazine were found to be repro- 
duced exactly, without color, or with slight 
rearrangement of pictures. There is also 
considerable duplication with other Pop- 
ular Mechanics Press books. A brief check 
on What to Make (annual, 1939- ) vol- 
umes 1-10 showed 11 articles to be the 
same in the two sets.: Likewise some of 
their other single volumes such as How to 
Lay Linoleum and Tile (1954) and How to 
Paint with Brush and Spray (1951) have 


‘material that is the same as that found in 


Do-It-Yourself Encyclopedia. 
. These comparisons reveal the rather 
curious fact that while articles in the other 


* Popular Mechanics publications are cred- 
. ited to individual authors the same articles 
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have been reproduced exactly in the Ency- 
clopedia with no author mentioned. Simi- 
larly, editors of the get are not listed by 
name. * 

The Foreword states that the set is “for 
homeowner and craftsman... [to, keep a] 
household well-rup, well-furnished and in 
good repair. ... This encyclopedia has hun- 


dreds of authors and illustrators . . . [who_ 


are] the same skilled craftsmen; the easy- 
to-understand writers and the tramed il- 
lustrators who produce the famous maga- 
zine Popular Mechanics, and the host of 
how-to-do-it books published by Popular 
Mechanics Press. .. . The handy alphabeti- 
cal arrangement of these volumes makes 
it easy to find answers to a bewildering 
number of home problems. The complete 
index in volume twelve will act as a 
further aid to quick location of material." 

An effort was made without success to 
find an encyclopedia with the same scope 
for comparative purposes. Various Popular 
Mechanics Press series such as the annual 
What to Make, the Do-It-Yourself Books, 
and Craftsman's Library are individual 
books made up of similar material, but 
none attempts to be a single unified set 
cóvering all topics found in the Encyclo- 
pedia, In order to check individual as- 
pects of the coverage, sections in Better 
Homes and Gardens Handyman’s Book 
were scanned. The hand tools suggested 
for basic equipment were practically the 
same in both works and instructions for 
using these tools were in agreement. Better 
Homes had more illustrations compared 
with text and put emphasis on basic skills. 
Some of the Encyclopedia articles were

The section on electrical repairs in Better 
Homes had better coverage for the begin- 
ner than the Enyclopedia because of its 
clear directions for checking fuse boxes, 
electric cords, appliance plugs, lamps and 
sockets, repairing doorbells, and care of 
motors (for vacuum cleaners, mixers, etc.). 
In so far as could be discovered, similar 
subjects were treated in the Enyclopedia in 
one short paragraph describing some spec- 
ial way to deal with these problems or 
were omitted entirely. Yet the Encyclo- 
pedia gives details for repairing electric 
clocks, irons, alarms, motors, electromag- 
nets, television sets, and even rewiring a 
house. The general impression is that the 
user would need some experience and con- 
siderable equipment to follow many of the 
directions on electrical repairs in the Ency- 
clopedia. 

Of the many fields of interest covered in 
the set, directions for making furniture and 
cabinetwork predominate. A great deal is 
included on home repair and improvement, 
automobile care, home shop projects, use of 
power tools, crafts, and hobbies. To a lesser 
degree such topics as gardening are in- 
cluded. There are a few special lists scat- 
tered through the set, such as A Dictionary 
of Shop Terms, Blue Print Symbols, Paint 
Mixing Guide for Matching and Touching 
Up, and A Pipe for... Any Job. 

The material on hobbies emphasizes in- 
dustrial arts or craft activities. For in- 
stance, the article Start a Gem Collection 
involves considerable manual activity but 
collecting coins, stamps, autographs, and

"Plain talks on education from theory to bud. 

The author maintains that 
American children are being cheated in to- 
day's schools in three different ways—by 
serious overcrowding and the shortage of 
teachers, by the two-track or double standard 
of-turriculum planning for students with high 
or low 1LQ.’s, and by the discrimination 
against children of certain racial and ethnic 
backgrounds. As solutions he proposes better 
financing of the schools, a rejection of what 
he terms false philosophies of education, and 
a policy of equalization of opportunity for all 
children.

An American woman who married a Japanese 
diplomat tells of an international marriage 
that surmounted not only differences in back- 
ground but divided loyalties as well. Married 
in 1931, the Terasakis spent 10 eventful years 
ın Japan, China, Cuba, and the U.S; then 
came Pearl Harbor, internment, deportation. 
and the graphically described hardships of 
the war years in Japan. The quietly dignified 
account, with its warm undercurrenf of feel- 
ing, concludes with a tribute to Mr. Terasaki's 
patient, pai i contribution to postwar 
Japanese-American understanding and his 
death while his wife and daughter were in 
the U.S. attending to the latter's education.

The Encyclopedia is desiened as a one- 
volume reference work which gives “a 
vast number of the most interesting events 
from America’s past” concisely written 
and arranged in both chronological and 
concurrent order from 986 to 1955 A.D. 
Information about the editor is not given 
on the title page, book jacket, or in promo- 
tional material issued by the publisher. 
His name was not listed in various biog- 
raphical or professional directories ex- 
amined. 

There are an estimated 10,000 entries, 
written in a clear, understandable style. 
Dates of many treaties, laws, births, and 
deaths are omitted, because, according to 
the Preface. they are readily available in 
standard reference works. Some materia]. 
states the Preface, has also been excluded 
to keep the work compact.

In this work, concerned as it ıs with the 
literature of only one country, it seems 
that it should have been possible to make 
entries for the titles of important works; 
such entries would have made for a much 
more useful reference tool. There are no 
bibliographies, either of an author's works 
or of critical literature on an author, an 
omission that further diminishes the book's 
reference value. 

To some extent the authors included in 
a work of this kind depend on the point of 
view of the compiler. While the major 
writers are represented, some scholars of 
Russian literature may question the inclu- 
sion of some of the authors of less impor- 
tance and the amount of space given to 
them. 3 

A work with which the Dictionary of 
Russian Literature may well be compared 
is the Columbia Dictionary of Modern 
European Literature, even though the lat- 
ter covers a shorter period. A sampling 
done by checking the “B’s” shows that of 
33 entries in Harkins 13 are also to be 
found in the Columbia Dictionary. Occa- 
sionally an article in the latter is longer; 
e.g., the article on Korolenko. The discus- 
sions of Kurpin are of about the same 
length in the two books; however, almost 
twice as many titles of his works are men- 
tioned in the Columbia Dictionary as in 
the Dictionary of Russian Literature. The 
fact that his collected works were pub- 
lished in Berlin in 1921 in 12 volumes 
is indicated in the Columbia Dictionary 
but not in Harkins.

The Prezace specifically states that in- 
formation _isted in the directory has been 
obtained, in most cases, from the organiza- 
tions listec; however, because of the na- 
ture and scope of the publication complete 
accuracy is not guaranteed. Users of the 
directory are requested to notify the pub- 
lisher of all errors and omissions which 
may come to their attention, and postal 
card forms are included in the back of the 
book for this purpose. Emphasis is made 
that tnis is a first edition, and a publisher's 
announcement states that the directory is 
to be published annually. The price quoted 
incluces supplements, and there is a pocket 
marked “Supplements” on thé inside back 
cover. Supplement I contains additions 
and revisions as well as information on 
labor unions and Supplement II consists of 
functional and topical listings. 

Preceding the listings of associations is 
a detailed explanation of the arrangement 
of the directory and how to use it, and a 
description of the type of information in- 
cluded for the entries. 

The asscciations included in the direc- 
tory are arranged within six continuously 
paged sectons: I, Trade, Business, Agri- 
culture and Governmental Organizations 
(100p.) ; II, Scientific and Engineering Or- 
ganizations (14p.); III, Educational and 
Social Welfare Organizations (28p.); IV, 
Health anc Medical Organizations (13p.);

The 64-page Finding Guide, located at 
the end of Section VI, is an index to the 
associations listed in the various sections. 
Each organization is listed alphabetically 
by its established name, by the key word 
or words appearing in its name, and by its 
former name if there has been any change. 
Added key word listings are generous; 
thus, the Stained and Leaded Glass Asso- 
ciation is indexed under Stained, Leaded, 
and Glass. 

For no stated reason, a six-page, highly 
laudatory article describing trade associ- 
ations and their activities, "based largely 
on material 'from the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States," precedes Sec- 
tion I, Trade, Business, Agriculture and 
Governmental Associations. No article or 
explanatory matter precedes the other five 
sections. 

There is no current inclusive directory 
or listing of nonprofit organizations and 
associations with which to compare the 
Encyclopedia of Americam Associations; 
the National Associations of the United 
States with its 1956 supplement is the only 
directory of this type available. A com- 
parison of these two publications reveals a 
similarity of content but totally different 
presentations. The National Associations 
of the United States has 27 numbered sec- 
tions, plus 33 other divisions, as compared 
with the 6 sections of the Encyclopedia, 
but it does not appear that its over-all 
scope is greater than in the new publi- 
cation. A count of the number of entries 
listed in the index under the letter G in 
both volumes revealed about 30 per cent 
more entries in the Encyclopedia.

Although all 
these associations are brought together in 
one location in the Finding Guide under 
the key words, Librarians, Libraries, and 
Library, this occurs only because the 
names of these library associations contain 
similar key words, and not because of a 
deliberate subject grouping. The “also 
see" references under Library and Librar- 
ies are more confusing than helpful, as the 
user does not know where to look; the 
* inclusion of section or page numbers would 
have been most helpful. 

The names of personnel listed for these 
library organizations do not always agree 
with those listed in ALA Membership Di- 
rectory, 1956. 'The publisher does not state 
in the preliminary pages the criteria and 
Sources used as a basis for inclusion in the 
Encyclopedia, but the listing of a five- 
member library organization not listed in 
the ALA Membership Directory and the 
omission of the Theatre Library Associ- 
ation give cause for speculation. 


A spot check of associations having New 
York City addresses with listings in the 
current Manhattan Telephone Directory 
did not reveal any discrepancies in ad- 
dresses. 

The volume is sturdily bound in black 
and stamped in gold, It is smyth sewed 
and opens flat for easy use. The paper is 
a white stock of good weight and quality. 
The type is readable and the use of all 
capital letters for the names of associations 
makes them stand out from the body of 


the entry. 

Until the publication of the Encyclopedia 
of American Associations, there has been 
no current directory of this type available 
for use as a reference tool by librarians, 
businessmen, educators, government offi- 
cials, and research workers. While there 
are some discrepancies and inaccuracies in 
individual entries, they do not appear to 
be numerous enough to detract from the 
value of the volume as a current listing 
of American associations. It is therefore 
recommended for purchase by libraries 
having a definite established demand from 
their clientele for directory material.

William 
Bridgwater, one of the two principal edi- 
tors of the original volume, is editor of 
this publication. Several other members 
of the original staff are also listed plus 
eight artists and two cartographers. 

There are two sections in the volume: 
63 pages of plates and the “1956 Supple- 
ment: Record of Events." Eighteen pages 
of maps form a distinct part of the first 
section and 13 pages of census figures an

Introductory remarks state, “All the 
pictures and the text are directly related 
to The Columbia Encyclopedia, but no pic- 
ture is intended solely as an illustration 
of a particular article. Instead, all may 
stimulate further investigation in the En- 
cyclopedia and elsewhere.” Line drawings 
(over 900, according to the book jacket) 
have been used to allow more space for 
explanatory text with some of the illus- 
trations. The plates are arranged in al-

The brief introductory remarks for “1956 


;Supplement: Record of Events” indicate , 


that the present work carries on from the 
point at which the second edition, 1950, 
stopped. Attention has been given .to 
bringing up to.date the record of interna- 
tional events and personalities, such as 


` Nobel’ Prize winners; U.S. cabinet mem- 


bers under Presidents Truman and Eisen- 
hower; 1950 census figures; new informa- 
tion on atomic energy, the hydrogen bomb, 
and automation; and leaders in military 
affairs, literary arts, and music. 

Small capitals in the articles or as see 
references indicate cross references. Refer- 
ence is not made to the Encyclopedia anc 
material in it is not repeated in the Sup- 
plement. For a key to pronunciation, users 
are referred to that in the Encyclopedic. 





An éxample of-the recency of material 


‘is the statement in the article on copy- 
right, “By March 31, 1956, UCC hagdtimy 


adherents ....” Other entries, however, 
seem to indicate the updating terminates 
earlier in the month of March, 1956. The 
adding of death dates seems to have been 
assiduously carried out. Of the 826 en- 
tries in the 19 pages of text, 302 biographi- 
cal entries consist simply of the addition 
of the death date to the name, i.e., "Comp- 
ton, Karl Taylor, d.1954.” In some other 
instances (not included in the 302 count), 
the information is extended; for example, 
“Dionne, Emilie, d.1954, at Ste Agathe” 
and “Coffin, Robert Peter Tristram, d.1955. 
Later works include On the Green Carpet 
(1951), lectures; Apples by Ocean (1950), 
poems; and Selected Poems (1955), pub- 
lished posthumously.” Included in the 826 
entries are 38 see references (not counting 
references within articles). It appears the 
editor adhered strictly to updating mate- 
rial in the Encyclopedia. Other people 
equally well known as those in the En- 
cyclopedia have died within the past five 
years but are not included in the Supple- 
ment. For example, Ely Culbertson, Ber- 
nard De Voto, and Theda Bara are in- 
cluded but Dale Carnegie, Olin Downes, 
and Louis Bromfield are not. 

The inclusion of Nobel Prize winners 
with biographical articles has been care- 
fully done and only one omission in the 
listing of cabinet members was noted. 

From letters A to F there are 277 en- 
tries of which 46 are new topics. In a 
few instances, subjects which were in- 
cluded within a more inclusive article in 
the Encyclopedia are now separate. 

The material in the “1956 Supplement: 
Record of Events” seems to be accurate. 
Only two instances were observed where 


‘adverse criticism might well be noted: 


(1) Ceylon became a member of the 
Unifed Nations on December 14, 1955, at 
the same time that several other nations 
did, but this is not included in the mate- 
rial on Ceylon; (2) in the article on Ge- 
tulio D. Vargas, the country with which 


‘he is identified is not mentioned so that 


reference to the Encyclopedia would be 
necessary.

In addition to the main alphabetic list- 
ing there is an index according to groups 
(ie. the general subjects mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph) at the front of 
the book (with a few changes in this edi- 
tion). An index of illustrations appears 
at the end of the book, a classed rather 
than the strictly alphabetical index of 
The Language of Fashion. 

Illustrations consist of approximately 
750 line drawings, 200 of which are new, 
to illustrate both the terms within the 
subject groups and the individual alpha- 
betized entries. The illustrations are nu- 
merous and clear, and point up meanings, 
as, for instance; with the description of ' 
the many kinds of coiffures (7 pictures), 
collars (26 pictures), and stitches (62). 
An entirely new section of 207 photo- 
graphs from the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art and its Costume Institute and from 
the National Gallery of Art furnishes a 
“pictorial history of fashion from the times 
of Egyptian necklaces to the shoes worn 
today.” a 

The dictionary includes not only current 
fashion terminology but also many terms 
from the past, with their origins if of ‘spe- 
cial interest. Older words which have not 
become incorporated into our language 
have been omitted, e.g., different shades of 
colors whose names often change with 
the seasons. The introduction says: “Khe 
more ephemeral have been omitted from 
this book; but we have included some 
color names, such as Alice blue, that have 
a seeming permanence of identification? 
Such shades as peacock blue, powder blue, 
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hyacinth blue, and copenhàgen blue, but 


not royal blue or shocking pink, are given 
along with the more widely accepted 
color names like lilac, cerise, chartreuse, 
and Turkey red. Many trade names, as 
Bellmanizing, Tebilizing, Banflame, are 
identified. Better-known names for vari- 
ous textile products (such as butcher 
linen, linene, and linenette) are retained 
here because they are commonly used, 
despite current trade regulations. 

The meaning is given for each term 
(different meanings for any one word are 
numbered), frequently with an indication 
of its period, country, originator, or other 
pertinent information to aid in identifica- 
tion. For instance, the explanation of the 
boyish bob includes dates of its fashion, 
reference to Beatrice Lillie who popular- 
ized it, and an illustration. Alternative 
names also are given (occasionally both 
are entries, as with plait and pleat). Re- 
spellings are included when deemed es- 
sential for pronunciation, as in the case 
of cochineal (coch i neel); its other name, 
Castilian red, is also listed here (although 
there seems to be no cross reference from 
the latter to the former). This means of 

.indicating pronunciation is a radical de- 
parture from The Language of Fashion, 
the general format of which is followed 
rather closely in most respects. Whereas 
previously pronunciation was indicated by 
both diacritical markings and phonetical 
respellings, the latter method alone is 
used here. This is probably sufficient for 
users who can consult a general dictionary 
for more specialized needs. Preferred and 
present-day spellings are used, with vari- 
ant spellings also shown. 

No indication of a terminal date for 
inclusion of material is given. On the 
whole the claim of up-to-dateness seems 
reasonably justified, since most terms in 
common usage today are found here, such 
as: pony tail, Italian cut, shortie gown, 
stole, Levies, Bikini, pedal pushers. Some 
of these are illustrated. Among recent 
illustrations noted was one depicting the 
1956 silhouette. A few current terms not 
given are Bermuda and Jamaica shorts, 
Cupioni rayon, and the Ivy League look.

A comparison of words and definitions 
in the A through C section with the list 
entitled “Word section; new and newly 
important words and meanings...” in the 
Information Please Almanac, 1956, shows 
that over half of the list were also in Web- 
ster's New Twentieth Century Dictionary 
of the English Language, 2d ed., with sub- 
stantially the same meaning. For a few 
more entries the same meaning seems im- 
plied; in some, the sense seems to be not 
quite the same. The new words and new 
or added meanings cover a variety oi 
fields, including such words as Ack-Ack, 
acronym, ACTH, aeroembolism, agitprop. 
Some not included here, e.g., comic book, 
coffee break, classified, character assassi- 
nation, carport, brainwashing, bookburn- 
ing, seem also to be examples of popular . 
expressions in active use today. All in all, 
however, the sizable proportion of these 
additions inserted into this unabridged 
dictionary largely warrants the claim to 
"current terms" and to definitions "in 
terms that are in tune with -the times." 

The pronunciation of words is shown by 
diacritical markings, a system “based on 
that used by Webster [which] was de- 
signed to avoid, wherever possible, the 
necessity of respelling for pronunciation." 
The marks, as indicated at the bottom of 
each two-page spread and explained in the 
“Guide to pronunciation" and "Key to 
pronunciation," vary little from those in 
the earlier edition as stated in the Pref- 
ace. The aim, as stated in the Guide, is 
“to avoid the confusion of excessive dia- 
critical marks." Since the marks are not 
the more familiar ones (e.g., moon rather 
than mioón and book rather than book), 
more reference than usual may be nece 
sary,to the foot of the page and to the 
Guide and the Key in the front of the 
book. The Guide states that “in totaly 
unstressed syllables the vowel quality is 
variously reduced, or weakened, 1n collo- 
quial speech to a more or less neutral 
sound," and the Introduction says that 
“the diacritics have deliberately been giv- 
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én an elasticity that-will accommodate the 

phonetic patterns of speakers from differ- 

ent parts of the country.” These state- 
ments would indicate to the user some 

variations in vowel sounds but do not dis- 
tinguish them precisely. 

. Syllabieation is shown by centered dots, 
and primary and secondary accent marks 
are used. Respellings, as mentioned above, 
are given where deemed essential, e.g., for 
gnat, gnu, gnaw, and phlegm. Frequently 
this respelling is given only for the first 
of a succession of words, and one must 
look back to assume a similar sound for a 

_ particular word following. Occasionally 
there is a very little respelling, as in words 
beginning with pt, for instance: ptarmic 
is followed by (tär), but not so ptarmigan; 
the’ prefix ptero is not respelled nor are 
many words succeeding it, as pterodactyl, 
although pterography and some others are 
followed by (te). 1 

The definitions have been worded to 
achieve accuracy, clarity, and simplicity 
and to contain, according to the Preface, 
“sufficient information or explanatory no- 
tation so that the meanings would be thor- 
oughly understood by the general reader.” 
Numbered meanings show different usages 
(as stated in the Preface) primarily in 
order of “practicality.” Occasionally illus- 
trative or idiomatic phrases or literary 
quotations “help give the connotative force 
of the word.” Synonyms (but not anto- 
nyms) are included “where it was thought 
helpful.” Also given are an indication of 
the status of the word in the language, as 
colloquial, rare, or obsolete; frequently, 
labels to show a specialized field of knowl- 
edge, as botany, biochemistry; variant 

spellings; some noun plurals or verb 
forms.

All of the 17 entries on the first page 
of the “General Information" section and 
23 out of 28 entries on page 323 are dupli- 
cated in the dictionary. However, in. most 
cases, more information is given in this 


: section than in the dictiónary. 


“A Dictionary of Biography” covers 104 
pages and purports to include “Important 
facts and leading achievements in the 
lives of the most distinguished men and 
women of all ages and countries.” Its cov- 
erage is reasonably good; however, there 
are some distinguished names which might 
merit inclusion, i.e, Marian Anderson, 
John Foster Dulles, Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, John Steinbeck, Eugene Or- 
mandy, and George Washington Carver. 


‘The names of Clark Gable and Greta 


Garbo are listed. Important later infor- 


` mation is omitted from some biographical 
Sketches, e.g., the sketch of Harry Emer- 


son Fosdick indicates he is still minister 
of Riverside Church. He retired from that 
office in 1946. Death dates appear con- 
sistently for 1952, although the death date 
of Robert A. Taft in July 1953 is recorded. 
That of Chief Justice Frederick M. Vinson 
(September 1953) and that of Eugene 
O'Neill (November 1953) do not appear. 
“An International Atlas and Gazetteer 
of the World" has nine undated maps in 
color, prepared by C. S. Hammond & 
Company. The maps include one of the 
world on which are marked capitals of 
the-countries and some of the largest cities 


.but the scale is so small the printing is 
' difficult to read. The maps of Europe, 


Canada, the United States, South Amer- 
ica, Africa, and Australia and New 


‘Zealand are more easily read. Included 


in the 40 pages of text are tables of air- 
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, line, Mono elements’ of the solar sys- 


tem, and dimensions: of the earth and 


' eharts of the character of land of thé 


earth, land and ocean areas, and ‘time 
throughout. the world. Population figures 
for the United Statés are from the 1950 
census. à 


“An: Encyclopedia of Gardening" (68 
pages), by Roy E. Biles, was formerly pub- 
lished as The [Modern Family Garden 
Book, copyright'1941, 1940, and 1935. No 
further information is given abóut the 
author and he does not appear in the 
standard biographical directories. Besides 
general information, it has garden hints 
for each month of the year. The informa- . 
tion given is good. There are nunierous 
charts and illustrations, especially how- 
to-do-it illustrations. Following this is 
“A Manual of Photographic Terms” -(34 
pages) which is arranged in dictionary 
style with cross‘ references, There are 
over 1,200 photographic terms included 
and their definitions are very brief. Of 
the 68 entries in the B section only one is 
duplicated in the main dictionary with a 
definition which is'too general to apply 
specifically to photography. There are no 
illustrations, 


The book ds badly printed .‘on’ poor, 


- lightweight paper in varying 'sizes of type 


—that in the dictiónary portion in par- 
ticular is sometimes so small'as to be 


. almost illegible—and in varying number.

This atlas is the first of a series of re- 
gional atlases planned to follow the pub- 
lication in 1954 of the Oxford Economic 
Atlas of the World (see Subscription 
Books Bulletin, April 1955). Others in 
the series, according to the publisher, will 
be the Middle East (Morocco to Iran); 
Africa; Canada and the U.S.A.; Europe; 
Latin America; India, China, and Japan; 
and S. E. Asia, Australia, and New Zea- 
land. 

The volume under review covers the 
following countries: the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics, East Germany, Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Romania, Bul- 
garia, Albania, Mongolian People's Repub- 
lic, and Yugoslavia. A note in the prelim- 
inary pages of the book states the basis 
for inclusion: “The Eastern European 
countries (except Yugoslavia) are in- 
cluded with the U.S.S.R. since their econ- 
omies are becoming more and more closely 
integrated. Yugoslavia is not now in close 
economic relations with the other coun- 
tries but is included as being a geographi- 
cal part of Eastern Europe. It 1s 1ntended 
that these countries of E. Europe should 
also be covered by the Oxford Regional 
Economic Atlas of Europe.

' The three chief geographical advisers 

for the atlas, Theodore Shabad, New York; 
C. D. Harris, University of Chicago; and

The atlas contains information not iad 
ily available elsewhere; the maps are clear’ 
and present no difficulties in interpreta-

The symbols for the works in- 
dexed precede each entry in the “List of 
Books Indexed.” Sources are given in the 
“Speeches” section by symbol rather than 


‘by author and title as in the 1935 publica- 


tion. This change saves space, provides a 
more compact publication, and makes 
sources “easier and quicker to locate,” as 
claimed in the Preface. 

The books indexed bear copyright dates 
from 1933 to 1955, with three exceptions of 
earlier or undated imprint. The Preface 
states that “The Chicago Public Library's 
collection has been the basis for this book,” 
but the compiler expresses her apprecia- 
tion for assistance from the Library of 
Congress, Northwestern University Libra- 
ry, and the public libraries of Milwaukee 
and St. Louis “in supplying the necessary 
volumes to make [the Index] complete.” 
It is thus evident that the compiler has 
not attempted to index all anthologies of 
speeches nor all books on public speaking 
published from 1935 to 1955; she has at- 
tempted, however, to bring subject cover- 
age up to date to make true her claim: 
*publications in this subject area are fairly

The items found under 
main subjects or types of speeches include 
references to textbook examples and sug- 


' gestions for preparing speeches. All main

Atlas of the Bible. By f. H. Grollenberg, 
O.P. Translated and edited by Joyce M. 
H. Reid... and H. H. Rowley .. . Pref-

This is the Erglish edition of Father 
Grollenberg's Atlas van de Bijbel (Am- 
sterdam: Elsevier, c1954). There is also 
a French edition, Atlas de la Bible (Brux- 
elles: editions Elsevier, 1955}. The slip 
case and advertising material for the Eng- 
lish edition call it Nelson’s Comprehensive 
Atlas of the Bible, but this title does not 
appear in the book or on the dust jacket. 

The Atlas is written for Bible readers 
and students who wish to elucidate the 
text by referring to history, geography, 
and archaeology. The Atlas is more than 
a collection of 37 eight-color maps for it 
contains a wealth of history, the latest 
archaeological discoveries, and 408 photo- 
graphs, meny of them made by the author 
Father Grollenberg is primarily a Biblical 
scholar and has made several long visits 
to Jerusalem and has traveled throughout 
Palestine. The work contains the Im- 
primatur of the Archbishop of St. An- 
drews and Edinburgh, dated July 13, 1956 

There is an introductory chapter which 
covers the technique of Biblical geogra- 
phy, explaining how Biblical sites are 
identified by using Biblical evidence;

There is an ample index to the maps 
and the text on pages 140 to 165. It under- 
takes to list and describe every town and 
village, every valley, mountain, region, 


' river, and country or people mentioned in 


the Bible, but proper names of persons 
are included only if they play an im- 
portant part in Biblical history. Non- 
Biblica] names are included only when 


: their mention in`the text or on maps ap- 
pears to need further explanation. Be- , 


cause the spelling of proper names in the 
index, text, ànd maps is that of the Re- 
vised Standard Version of the Bible, the 


Index includes a large number of cross, , 


references from variant forms as used in 
the Authorized, Douay, and Knox ver- 
sions., It should be easy to use the Atlas 
with any well-known English translation 
of the Bible, Catholic or Protestant, ex- 
cept for one difficulty. The names of the

Revised Standard Version, and several - 


Old Testament of Roman Catholic ver-

Douay Version. If such a reader were to 
see a reference to I Chronicles, he would 
have to know that this book is called 
I Paralipomenon in his Bible before he 
could find his quotation. A typical erry 
in the Index is the following: “Qumran, 
loc. on N.W. shore of the Dead Sea where 
the famous D2ad Sea Scrolls were as» 
covered; Maps 2, 34; Pls. 28, 347-250; 
p.136.” It is unfortunate, however, that 
the Dead Sea Scrolls are not indexed. as 
such. All places are thus described, -he 
map numbers given, all illustrations noted, 
and the textuel coverage indicated. Both 
maps and text are provided with mzny 
references. Bible and illustration refer- 
ences are in the margins of the text, 
where they dc not interrupt the readiag. 
On Map 2 wbere Qumran is shown, zhe 
numbers of illastrations relevant to it are 
printed on the map. A list of BibLeal 
abbreviations appears on page 8. Librari- 
ans may consider the location of the map 
of St. Paul's ;ourneys on the end paser 
rather than in the body of the work vn- 
fortunate.

The Atlas is attractively bound in buck- 
ram and printed on heavyweight offset 
paper. The one serious defect is the ex- 
treme narrowness of the inside margins. 
The Bible and illustration references in 
the margin are difficult to read on some 
pages because they are almost obscured 
by the binding. It looks as though re- 
binding would be impossible. In spite of 
this defect, the Atlas is recommended for 
library and home use becztuse of the skill- 
ful weaving together of narrative, illus- 
trations, and maps; its inclusion of recent 
material; and its competent authorship.

To accomplish his purpose, Dr. Kraeling 


..,. relies necessarily first of all on the Bible 


itself. Just as any detailed guidebook for 
travelers has most meaning for age 
with some knowledge of the country, this 

book with its closé adherence to the Bible 


‘narrative: and its wealth of detail. will 
- probably be of most use to readers familiar 


with the Bible. ' However, in the Foreword: 
the books of the Bible which form tha. 
basis of the text are given—the Old Testa- - 
ment historical books, Genesis through 
Nehemíah, and the New Testament Gospel 
of Mark and Book of Acts. Bible refer- ` 
ences are plentiful in the course of tha 
narrative (e.g, page 330 has six specific 
references, page 331 has 13). Actual Bible 
quotations (given ‘always in both the 


: Authorized and Revised Standard Ver- 


sions) are also quite frequent; chapter $, 
for instance, has 19 quotations in its 25 
pages. 

Although there is no separate bibliog- 


‘raphy, Chapter I lists the ancient author- 
. ities on whom the author relies and gives

Throughout .the text, 
there are numerous informative references: 
to specific archaeological discoveries—ref- ' 
erences which illustrate the contemporary 
nature of the field of Biblical geography 


' and the sense of adventure associated 


with it. 


Twenty-two Hiao maps illustrating aM 


the geography and history of Palestine oc- ' 
cupy 40 pages at the center of the volume. 
They include a map of Palestine today, 
one on important archaeological excava- 
tions ir western Asia, and two detailed 
maps of Jerusalem. They are attractive 
and easy to read. Arabic names are.un- 


-derlined, and where a'location is uncertain, 


the place name is followed by a question . 
mark. While it is not difficult to find the 
map dealing with each chapter of the text, 
references from places in the text directly 
to the maps would have been helpful. Oc- 
casionally, a name mentioned in the text 
was not found on the map most closely 
connected with the chapter or was in a 
different form from which there was no. 
cross reference in the index. ; 

There is a Geographical Index indicat- 
ing.places on the maps, in the text, and in , 
the photographs. There are very few see 
references (three in the A’s, one in the 
B's); alternative names when used are : 
given in brackets after the first one. The 
two-page Subject Index following the 
Geographic Index is chiefly an index of 
names of persons and tribes with a few 
names of important objects. An additional 
help in locating material is the analytical - 
Table of Contents which lists’ not -only 
chapter headings büt also the numerous ` 
subheadings used. , . 

Sketch maps of particular areas such as 
buildings or battles are found throughout 
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“the text; Where the Walls Cime ieee . 


Down. and Where the Big Fisherman Was 

“at Home are two. Fifty-one such items, 
including two special tables, are listed in 
a separate Table of Contents entitled 
, Maps, Plans, and Tables. l ji 

The large number of photographs (more 

than 300, according to the publishers) add 
` to the interešt'of the text. They are, how- 
ever, small in size. The end papers and the 
designs preceding many of the chapters 
“are drawings based on objects from an- 
'eient civilizations and combine liveliness 
and restraint. 

The Bible Atlas is.directed toward the 
general reader. It is, however, for the 
general reader who is willing to follow 
the somewhat leisurely pace of the narra- 
tive, who can concentrate on detail and 
whose interest in the subject wil make 
him want to follow much careful weighing 
of evidence.on such points as the several 
possible locations of many ancient sites. 

The appearance of the book is attrac- 
tive; the reinforced cloth binding is dark 
red with gold lettering. Print in double 
columns is clear, and the illustrations— 


maps, photographs, and drawings—are of ' 


good quality. Inner margins are a little 
narrow for rebinding. 

Although fuller indexes ANE make the 
Bible Atlas more valuable as a reference 
tool, its informative text, fine maps, illus- 
trations, and ‘attractive format make it a 


useful addition to collections concerned : 


with the Bible and it is so recommended.

Because of this limi- 
tation, international tourism, scientific ac- 
tivities, commercial propaganda, religious 
missions, and various other international 
communications not having a direct polit- 
ieal connotation which were included in 
the 1946 bibliography have been omitted. 

The RAND Corporation, a nonprofit cor- 
poration which was formed “to further and 
promote scientific, educational, and charı- 
table purposes all for the public welfare 
and security of the United States of 
America" and is financed in part by the 
United States Air Force and other govern- 






: mental agencies, sponsored the research 


for ICPO in connection with the research 
program it is conducting for the United ^ 
States Air Force. The research was per- 
formed by staff members of the Bureau of 
Social Science Research, which until 1956 
was affiliated with The American Univer- 
sity. From 1951 to 1954, Chitra M. Smith, 
a research associate of the Bureau, with 
the aid of a research team, screened the 
major portion of the body of literature on 
which the present bibliography is based. 
During 1955, Bruce Lannes Smith, asso- 
ciate professor of political science at Michi- 
gan State University, worked with Mrs. 
Smith on the task of including more recent 
material, revising previous drafts, and pre- 
paring the final manuscript. Robert T. 
Bower, Director of the Bureau of Social 
Science Research, acknowledges in the 
Preface that many other persons contrib- 
uted to the publication, including Roland I. 
Perusse who produced a smaller bibliogra- 
phy in 1950 which served as a nucleus of 
the present work. 

The stated purpose of this publication 1s 
to provide for scholars in the social 
sciences “a guide to the vast literature in 
a new field which cuts across the academic 
disciplines of sociology, political science, 
social psychology, and anthropology. Pol- 
icy makers and the staffs of agencies cón- 
cerned with international information pro- 
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‘ams and propaganda will find references 
the literature concerning their trade as 
whole and to evaluations of specific pro- 
esearchers on problems of inter- 
national communication will find refer- 
ences to pertinent factual material, 
previous scientific studies, and works on 
research methodology. A large number of 
items dealing with cross-cultural educa- 
tion, and education within foreign coun- 
tries, as well as many items related to law 
governing international communication, 
suggest that this volume may be useful to 
other professional fraternities.” 

About 3,500 books and articles were 
studied in preparation of this bibliography, 
of which 2,563 items were selected for in- 
clusion. (The 1935 bibliography listed 
about 4,500 titles and the 1946 almost 
3,000.) The main emphasis in selection has 
been placed on scholarly and responsible 
books, journals, and public affairs maga- 
zines. In Appendix B there is a list of 
33 journals which were systematically 
searched; other journals are represented, 
as well as a few popular-magazine articles. 
A selection of official governmental publi- 
cations and releases from various coun- 
tries on international information pro- 
grams has been included and there is some 
coverage of unpublished materials, includ- 
ing research reports produced both inside 
and outside of government. Also included 
is a selectlon of foreign-language materials 
and works published abroad. The com- 
pilers state that this bibliography is selec- 
tive, not comprehensive. An attempt has 
been made to include works which are 
generally accepted as the most authorita- 
tive in their fields. 

Preceding the main body of the bibliog- 
raphy is an article, "Trends in Research on 
International Communication and Opinion, 
1945-1955," by Bruce Lannes Smith. This 
article describes international communica- 
tions in relation to this book, traces the 
developments during the last decade, and 
discusses future needs.

University. The title page states that his 
work was compiled under his supervi:-on. 
The explanatory preface, written by —im, 
gives credit to two Biblical scholars for 
advice—Dr. Henry J. Cadbury, one ot the 
translators of the Revised Standard er- 
sion Bible, and Dr. William H. P. Hz.ch. 
Although an understanding of the ne- 
chanies in prepáring this work may- not 
seem essential to the user, a summars! of 
the process reveals that perhaps too mich 
credit has been given to the machine >e- 
cause of its publicity value and not encagh 
emphasis put on the human efforts tc re- 
duce error to a minimum and to make the 
work as intelligible as possible.

699 Madison Ave., N. Y. 21 

an erroneous impression for it was the 

actual machine processing that was accom- 

plished in that time. 

In an article entitled, “Can a Computer 
Write a-Book," written for The Living 
Church, Mr. Ellison explains that in order 
to reduce initial errors, the Revised Stand- 
ard Version Bible was typed separately 
and independently on tape and on cards 
put on tape which could be checked me- 


chanically against each other to reveal any 
variations. Theoretically, Ellison points 
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out, the identical error in the idéiitical spot 
should have been made only three or four 
times. However, he admits that about 60 
to 80 errors still slipped into the final tape 
which was supposed to be error free. How 
these errors were found was not revealed 
by Ellison, although he estimates six 
months were spent making the corrections. 
None of this preparational time, of course, 
is included in the 400 hours. 

No errors were noted in Nelson’s Con- 
cordance in the preparation of this review. 
Comparing several pages of items in Nel- 
son with Strong's Exhaustive Concordance 
of the Bible (possible only because the 
chapter and verse numbers have not been 
changed) revealed that the variations in 
listing were due to the change in text, not 
to faults in the respective indexes. 

In making the work as intelligible as 
possible, the chief problem was the selec- 
tion of context for each word. As Ellison 
explained, “. . . the Keyword may be the 
first word of the sentence, the last word, 
or any word between. The sentence may 
be as short as two words (sometimes even 
less), or it may be several verses long. It 
may have a number of commas, semicolons. 
and other punctuation marks in it. It was 
necessary to find a method of selecting the 
context based on certain inflexible choices. 
A series of conditions had been arranged 
to take care of all possibilities.” These in- 
cluded the conditions that context would 
not go beyond a full stop, nor beyond the 
beginning or ending of a verse, nor should 
context begin or end in the middle of a 
word. In a comparison of proper names in 
Nelson and Strong, to get references large- 
ly common to both works, approximately 
half of the contextual phrases were as 
nearly the same as variations in transla- 
tions make possible, while the other half 
almost without exception were somewhat 
more meaningful. It is possible that Ellison 
achieved mechanically better results than 
Strong where "each context was made up 
on the basis of human judgment which 
took in untold familiarity with the Text." 

It is not quite fair to compare Strong’s 
Concordance and Nelson’s Concordance 
solely on time saved in the preparation ‘of 
the latter. As Ellison points out in his

‘preface, James Strong keyed his concorj- 


ance to his lexicon which would give the 
user the Hebrew or Greek word in 
original text. Therefore, it is still nepés- 
sary for the user of the Revised Standard 
Version Bible to turn to the older con- 
cordance if he wishes the Hebrew or Greek 
word from which the translated word was 
taken. 

Strong's Concordance eliminated 47 
words, all locations of which, however, can 
be found tabulated in the Appendix, there- 
by locating every word in the Bible. Nel- 
son's Concordance eliminated 132 words. 
The basis for eliminations, as explained’ 
in the Preface, was “A Study of the fre- 
quency and significance of the words of 
the Bible showed that certain words could 
well be omitted either because of their 
frequency, or because they would seldom 
be the keyword under whose heading the 
passage would be sought?" These words 
(articles, prepositions, personal pronouns, 
etc. are listed following the Preface, 
though no references are given to the 
number of times they appear in the Ke- 
vised Standard Version Bible or to the 
chapters and verses in which they appear. 
Since these 132 words compose 59.4 per 
cent of the text according to the percent- 
age of tape eliminated by the computing 
machine, this concordance is, literally 
speaking, only 40.6 per cent complete. It 
may be true that since each of the elimi- 
nated words would occur very frequently 
the added bulk and-expense to the work 
created by each added word would out- 
weigh its value. However, the statement 
on the book jacket that "scholars, students, 
pastors, and Bible readers will find every 
quotation they may need in working with 
Holy Scriptures" is not literally true. For 
example, a study of the negative expres- 
sions in the Revised Standard Version 
Bible either from the point.of view of 
grammar or philosophy or even psychol- 
ogy could not be made with the aid of the 


-Nelson’s Concordance, which has elimi- 


ated no and not. In the light of this elimi- 
nation, which was probably necessary, it 
cannot be said that every specialized need 
can be met by this concordance. 

The use of Nelson's Concordance might

have been facilitated by see refereaces 
bos no-longer-used words to those ir zhe

tainly still be in the minds of the rea ers: 


at least for another generation, e.g., —ce, 
now gnats; Palestine, now  Philis zia; 

However, it is -asy 
to see that the addition of such cross rær- 
ences would have meant the expendi-ire 
of much more time and human effort. 

The layout of the page is quite Gear 
with two well-spaced columns and zie- 
quate margins. It is not likely that a vork 
of this kind, bound in heavy buckrar or 
cowhide, with reinforced flyleaves and 
stitching would need rebinding and the 
outer margin is wide enough to keep the 
print from being touched while using the 
book. The paper, unfortunately, is nc as 
opaque as could be desired. 

The references to chapter and verse 
seem to present a more solid appearance 
than in many indexes because the cherter 
number for each reference is repeated, and 
the verse number, if less than ten, is xe- 
ceded by a zero. Spacing instead of the 
zero or instead of the repetition of cheater 
numbers would seem preferable. Tach 
word from which the concordance is made 
is in heavy black type. The first and .ast 
words on the page also appear at the -op, 
making for ease of reference, 

The importance of any type of inde or 
concordance is naturally in direct procor- 
tion to the importance of the work —om 
which it is taken. Inasmuch as the Rersed 
Standard Version Bible was adoptec by 
the National Council of the Churche of 
Christ in the U.S.A. in 1951, this veion 
seems generally accepted among Prc-es- 
tants. Therefore, for them and for libr aries 
serving them this concordance is ream- 
mended as an essential work. That-it has 
been made available without great Glay 


in time and is also accurate:and complete 
according to its own definition is highly 
commendable.

RAMA, fiction, and even 
biography would be dull 
indeed if strict adher. 

ence to historic facts were re- 

ired of their writers. And to 
limit our reading to purely factual 
books would be unthinkable. ; 

Agreeing, for example, that Shakespeare 
had a perfect right to dramatize historic 
events and to write lines for Caesar and 
Mark Antony that they never spoke, how 
can we enjoy such imaginative digressions 
and still keep our mental record of people 
and events reasonably clear? 


The scholar's prescription might be to 
balance fictionized accounts by reading 
standard histories and biographies, which 
is good—if excellent library facilities are 
available and time for reading unlimited. 


My own suggestion stems from a habit 
I acquired in childhood when my father 
eae. me a little two-volume encyclo- 
pedia which, interestingly enough, F. E. 
Compton, founder of Compton's Pictured 
Encyclopedia, then published. 


Together Father and I correlated part of 
our general reading with the articles in my 
little encyclopedia, until “looking up the 
facts” became a kind of game. 


Some of those articles were pretty dull. 
Today as I turn to such Compton articles 
as Mary, Queen of Scots, Samuel Johnson, 
Queen Elizabeth I, or Richard II after 
reading plays or watching them on tele- 
vision, I think how fortunate children and 
young people are to have at hand such an 
interesting "background for reading."

The Book of Catholic Quotations. Com- 
piled from approved sources, ancient, 
medieval and modern. Selected and 
edited by John Chapin. New York, 
Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, [1956].

This book is a collection of quotations 
intended primarily for the lay or average 
Catholic. According to the Preface, “The 
word ‘Catholic’ is understood throughout 
the work in the sense in which it was 
used by Pope St. Gregory VIL... , namely 
as implying agreement with the Romen 

.Church in matters of Faith and morals.” 

The volume bears the Nihil obstat ard 

Imprimatur, “official declarations that a 

book is free of doctrinal or moral error” 

It has been possible to identify the edi- 
tor, John Chapin, as an authority in Cath- 
olie literature only as a translator f 
Charles Journet's Primacy of Peter from 
the Protestant and from the Catholic Point 
of View and as the compiler of A Treasu-y 
of Catholic Reading (Booxuist 53:568, 
Jl 15 57). However, he is a writer with 
a degree from Oxford University and wich 
experience in the New York Public Li- 
brary and in the Library of Congress. In 
the Preface he acknowledges the advice 
of several members of the Catholic clergy 
and the assistance given him by the stars 
of the New York Public Library, the 
Library of Congress, and the library of 
Union Theological Seminary. He also ex- 


i 5 
presses gratitude to the staffs of libraries 
of Catholic institutions, e.g, Fordham 
University and Catholic University. 

The more than 10,000 quotations in- 
cluded in the collection are arranged 
topically and chronologically under some 
1,500 headings. All quotations originally 
in other languages are translated into 
English; occasionally the original text 
follows the translation. The book would 
have been easier to consult if a table of 
contents similar to that in Stevenson's 
Home Book of Quotations had been in- 
cluded, for under some categories many 
subdivisions are used. Examples are the 
entries under Blessed Virgin Mary which 
occupy 22 pages with 22 subheads; Cath- 
olic Church with 15 divisions; Jesus Christ 
with 11 divisions. It is true that some of 
these are to be found as running titles at 
the top of the pages, but not all of them 
are so indicated. The choice of subject 
headings seems to be satisfactory on the 
whole; general terms used agree to a 
great extent with those found in Stevenson. 
The book jacket states, "Emphasis has nat- 
urally been placed on developing those 
headings which receive inadequate treat- 
ment in the standard non-Catholic works, 
such as God, Religion, Mass, Blessed Vir- 
gin, Blessed Sacrament, etc.” Cross refer- 
ences are indicated by both see and see 
also. 

According to the Preface, the quotations 
“.. have been carefully selected from a 
list of approved Catholic sources from the 
earliest years of the church down to the 
present time.” “Maxims, proverbs, defini- 
tions; a selection of important pronounce- 
ments by the supreme pontiffs and other 
ecclesiastical authorities; typical state- ' 
ments of saints, doctors, and mystics; quo- 
tations from poets and prose writers . . ." 
are all to be found. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, that while the work includes many 
quotations on religious subjects and many 
of the quotations express a Catholic point 
of view, many others are general quota- 
tions which happen to be by Catholics. 
Examples of the latter are many of those 
under Death, Drinking, Riches, Shakes- 
peare, and Fear. Biblical quotations have 
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been excluded, mainly because they are’ 
available in: other works. Modern Can- 
tinental Catholic sources have also b22n 
omitted. "The supreme pontiffs, the Cade 
of Canon Law, and a number of otter 
writers have been excepted from this cie 
for obvious reasons, but on the whole, for 
this period, the work is largely confinec to 


Catholic sources from the English-spezx- . 


ing world.” Most of the quotations are 
from early sources, e.g., the first centa-y 


is represented by some 30 quotations from ` 


Pope St. Clement I; the second century by 
quotations from St. Irenaeus; the tli-d 
century by many from the works of Tez- 
tullian. From the medieval period quos- 
tions from St Anselm, John Gower, 
Chaucer, Dante, and Thomas Aquinas ace 
given. More recent, authors quoted ace 
Cardinal Newman, Lionel Johnson, Fred- 
erick William Faber, and Alice Meynsll 
According to the editor, no particular 23- 
fort was made to include contempora-y, 
living Catholic authors even in the Uni-ed 
States.

It is true that 
the Subject Finder refers the user from 


- “Old Age" to "Age," but one would ex- 
" pect to find the above'sentences with tke 


others under “Old Age.” 

The format of the book is satisfactory. 
Each page has two columns with the usual 
guide words at the top.of each columa. 
The subjects in the main alphabet are mn 
large black capitals and are easily located. 
The three full-page illustrations, one of 
the gospel writers, one of Moses, and one 
of Shakespeare, are poor and add nothing 
to the value of the book. 

For locating quotations or finding their 
sources, Edwards is of little use. There is 
no concordance and no consistent sele>- 
tion of headings under which to list en- 
tries. There is no perceivable arrang2- 
ment under each subject heading, and if 
the user happens to stumble on the d2- 
sired quotation, there is no indication of 
the title of the work from which it came 
or information about act, stanza, or lire. 
Either Hoyt or Stevenson is much more 
useful in finding quotations and their 
sources. There are too many authors in 
Edwards for whose quotations there are 
no page references, and for those authcrs 
with page references, no sources are given.

The four-volume Cambridge Bibliog- 
raphy of English Literature, of which the 
present volume is the supplement, was 
published by the Cambridge University 
Press in 1940 and by the Macmillan Com- 
pany in the U S. a year later. It covered 
the literature of the years 600-1900 with 
the latest date for inclusion of publications 
varying from 1935 to 1938 according to 
sections. The general editor of the work 
was F. W. Bateson, who continues as 
general editor of the publication; George 
Watson is the editor of the Supplement. 
The four-volume set was reviewed in 
Subscription Books Bulletin, July 1941. 

The supplement volume, delayed by a 
world war and “much besides," brings the 
work down to the beginning of 1955 as 
nearly as possible. 

According to the Preface, "The present 
supplement attempts to list, in strict ac- 
cordance with the design and arrangement 
of C.B.E.L. itself, publications of scholarly 
interest in the study of English language 
and literature down to 1900 which have 
appeared. since the original bibliography 
was prepared some twenty years ago. ...

The format of the work is satisfactory. 
Drawings, diagrams, and formulas, which

The general excellence of the work is 
marred by inconsistencies and peculiari- 
ties in cross references and headings. 
Some examples follow:

Just below this is Insulator, 
Electric, with four lines of definition, fol- 
lowed by the heading “Insulator, Metallic. 
See metallic insulator.” 

Under Spectrum most headings are in- 
verted, but Spectrum, Flash refers one to 
flash. spectrum. Spectrum, Roentgen re- 
fers to spectrum, x-ray, but Spectrum, 
X-ray has a see to characteristic x-rays; 
continuous x-rays; crystal analysis; Mose- 
ley law. The heading Characteristic X- 
rays refers to X-rays, Characteristic, and 
Continuous X-rays says “See x-rays, con- 
tinuous.” . Crystal Analysis says “See 
erystal structure.” Moseley law is in its 
proper place. ` 

“Radtoisotope. A synonym for radio- 
active isotope.” Under Radioactive Isotope 
is the definition “an isotope which is 
radioactive.” 

Gauge, Radiometer refers also to Gauge, 
McLeod, but this latter heading does not 
exist. 

There is no other work comparable to 
the International Dictionary. The Ameri- 
can Institute of Physics Handbook (New 
York: McGraw-Hill, 1957) covers some 
of the same subjects and contains count- 
less definitions, constants, and formulas, 
with a large analytical index, but it is not 
designed as a dictionary. The Electronics 
Dictionary, by Nelson M. Cooke and John 
Markus (New York: McGraw-Hill, 1945), 
is more limited in scope and too old to be 
comparable. 

The dictionary could have been im- 
proved if some of the minute articles had 
been merged into larger, more compre- 
hensive discussions. Also, the cross-ref- 
erence system in general needs tighten- 
ing. But in spite of these flaws, the work 
js an important contribution to scientific 
literature. It will be a valuable reference 
tool for the physicist, the chemist, engi-

This certainly tend- 
ed to mellow, if not to heal, the deflatory 
effect of so many questions by so many 
Americans who frankly admitted that to 
them South Africa represented some very 
vague part of Africa where a few “Tar- 
zans” or missionaries or rubber planters 
lived among myriads of black people and 
where at best there was little scope for 
anything at all beyond an overwhelming 
race problem. We realised that though the 
world hás become ever so much smaller, 
each tiny part has become so intense, so 
self-sufficient, so highly organised, and so 
exacting that none of us has time to study 
countries 12 to 15 thousand miles away, 
unless we have some very personal reason 
for doing so.. 

‘It must have been the librarian in me 
that surreptitiously searched American li- 
brary shelves under History, Travel, Biog- 
raphy, Fiction, and the inevitable 323 168 
to see what books were available to the 
American reader on South Africa.

After observing the interest 
of the American people in foreign dishes

But let us tum to the country. The’ 
most popular author of books of travel, 
description, and history of the Union of 
South Africa is Lawrence G. Green. All: 
his books are published by Howard Tim-.

gotiating with an American agent for the 
distribution of his books there. Where 
men still dream and Karoo deserve special 
mention among Green's many highly rec- 


ommended titles. ' 


South Africa is commonly called a 
land of contrast. It is also a land of bitter 
controversy. It is almost impossible to 
suggest the title of one book on any con- 
troversial issue without being accused of 
unfairness and prejudice. History is one 
of the fields where I really am in trouble. 
I have listed three titles: South Africa, 
written by the late Jan Hofmeyr, minister 
of education in the Smuts wartime cabinet 
and a leader of Hberal thought in South 
Africa. Leo Marquard, ex-history teacher, 
Rhodes scholar, fine sportsman, and son 
of a Dutch Reformed parson, is the author 
of The story of South- Africa, tecommend- 
ed.as good background reading, even 
though inclined to be biased. Eric Ander- 
son Walker's tome, A history of Southern 
Africa, has been prescribed in some col- 
leges: and universities since it was first 
published in 1928. Walker, now a man in 
his seventies, clearly (though most regret- 
tably) wrote the added chapters of his 
revised book with complete abandon and 
upon the assumption that his reputation as. 


an eminent South African historian en- ' 


titles him to give his own digested and 


strongly flavoured version of trends and' 


events in this country over the past 20 


years! Nevertheless, the book remains the ' 


best written and most up to date on South 
African history which is available in the ' 
English language. In The golden republic 


_ and Storm over the Transvaal, T. V. Bul- 


pin writes a delightful history of the wild 
and colourful days in the 'Transvaal until 
the outbreak of the Anglo-Boer WS in . 
1899. 

The history of South Africa over the

Data on size and 
facilities correspond essentially with those 
given in various government publications. 
However, no mention is made of state 
facilities or sources of information on 
'them; these may ‘be of considerably more 
importance than Federal lands to the 
camper and tourist in the eastern part of 
the country. Compilation from diverse 
sources results in some duplication of in- 
formation and overlapping coverage, with 
occasional disagreement. lt is possible that 
some of the terminology will be strange 
to a reader, though in only one case did `, 
there appear to be no attempt at clari- 
fication. 

The poorest feature of the encyclopedia 
is its Index, because it is no more than 
an expanded table of contents. It is ar- 
ranged by chapter headings, with alpha-, 
betic listing of subtopics within each 
chapter.

Handsome, charming, and opportunistic Milton 
S. Littlefield is singled out for study as a rep- 
resentative of the carpetbaggers who plagued 
the South in the days of Reconstruction. His 
career is presented by a North Carolina jour- 
nalist who, after thorough research, takes a 
fresh look at the man whom North Carolin- 
ians in particular have felt justified in re- 
garding as an archvillain because of his 
shady dealings in their state. Daniels traces 
Littlefield’s career as Midwest schoolteacher, 
supporter of Lincoin, military protégé of Lin- 
coln, and army officer in the Union Army and 
points out that Littlefield’s scandalous opera- 
tions during Reconstruction were supported 
by local citizens who were equally culpable. 
Wit and appreciation of personal detail add to 
the interest of this smoothly related segment 
of American history.

An informal examina- 
tion of the set indicates that the vocab- 
ulary level is generally sixth to ninth 
grades. The visual material will be of 
interest to all ages—primary grades to 
adults. 

The volumes seem sturdily, bound in 
maroon cloth and are attractive in format. 
The paper appears durable The print is 
clear and well spaced. The text and illus- 
trations in two of the volumes, The Earth's 
Story and Atoms, Energy and Machines, 
are printed in brown-tone. Those in The 
Way of the Weather are in black and white 
with several four-color illustrations; Plan- 
ets, Stars and Space is printed in deep 
blue. The volumes can be opened easily 
for use with an opaque projector. Some 
material would suffer in rebinding. In the 
set under review a few pages are already 
partly obscured in the inner margin. 

The Creative Science Series is an in- 
formative and timely tool, stressing the 
visual approach, for augmenting and en- 
riching the reading of children interested 
in the sciences, especially those in junior 
high school. It 1s recommended for school 
and public libraries where additional sup- 
plementary science material is needed.

Showing the 
primitive concitions existing along with an 
advanced technology, the film not only il- 
lustrates and explains the social mores and 
scenes of interest but also some of the less 
attractive aspects of lifer especially those 
associated with overcrowded urban living 
conditions that are being corrected slowly 
through a program of slum clearance. Gen- 
eral living conditions .in Moscow and some 
rural areas, the training .and education of 
the youth, e religious life of the people, and 
the practice of the arts are also given at- 
tention. A brief survey of tbe history of the 
country and the development of the cultures 
and traditions from ancient times to the 
present provide instances of continuity and 
contrast.

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Caraquet to Cayuse, seven are more then 
one column in length. More than half tse 
articles are short paragraphs less than 20 
hnes long. From Babiche to Baseball, 13 
out of 125 entries are more than one cd- 
umn, with more than half the total under 
20 lines. 

A feature of the Encyclopedia Canaci- 
ana, also indicative of its aim to reach the 
general reader, is the generous use of -1- 
lustration. According to information fran 
the publishers, the ten volumes will coa- 
tain “thousands of photographs, many in 
color, hundreds of historical drawings aad 
specially prepared sketches and diagrams, 
hundreds of maps of regions and locai- 
ties," and, judging from the profusion of 
illustration in the first two volumes, these 
figures are no exaggeration. 

Illustrations of all kinds are lively, in- 
teresting, and well-produced. The crii- 
cism might be made that on pages wih 
short articles, the number of illustrations 
sometimes makes it difficult to relate them 
to the proper text at a glance. 

One interesting use of illustration is 
found in the eight-page colored graphic 
presentation of concise information pwe- 
ceding the articles on Alberta and Britsh 
Columbia (the two provinces so far dealt 
with). They provide a  considerakle 
amount of quick reference material rut 
down in an eye-catching manner. 

No sources are given for illustrations. 
The sources, as well as an atlas of Canada, 
will appear in the last volume. Maps are 
prepared by C. S. Hammond & Compaazy. 
The atlas in volume 10 will be in full cobr. 

The Geographical Branch of Mines end 
Technical Surveys cooperated in the po- 
duction of black-and-white maps accon- 
panying geographical articles. These zre 
numerous and easy to read and increzse 
the value of the articles they accompany. 
They vary in size from three-by-thr«e- 
fourths-inch sketch maps accompany-mg 
entries for small places (towns, islands, 
and gulfs) to full-page maps such as 
those entitled Air Lines (to accompsay 
Airports and Air Routes), Canada at “he 
Tiħe of Confederation (accompany-mg 
British North American Act), and Loca- 


J 
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tion of the Canals of Canada (with the 
article Cánals). 

Bibhographies appear to be uneven. A 
surprising number of the longer articles 
have either no bibliographies or very short 
ones. It should be remembered, however, 
that for many of the subjects covered 
little source material would be available. 
Collier's Encyclopedia, for instance, lists 
16 well-known books on Ballet in its bib- 
liography for that subject, none of which 
could be used for Canadian ballet. 

Long articles Architecture, Atomic 
Energy, Banking, Canals, and Cattle are 
among those which have no bibliographies 
listed. On the other hand, the articles 
Anglican Church of Cgnada, Biology, 
British Columbia, Cartography, and 
Chemical Industries are examples which 
have full up-to-date bibliographical data. 

Objectivity in a national encyclopedia 
may be more difficult to achieve than in 
a general one. However, there has been 
found no lack of objectivity in the contri- 
butions to the Encyclopedia Canadiana. 
The short articles are completely factual. 
The long ones sometimes suggest short- 
comings in the Canadian way of life, and, 
when there is evidence of pride of achieve- 
ment, the factual approach still has been 
maintained. For some tastes the captions 
under illustrations may sometimes appear 
a little overenthusiastic. | 

The two-column pages have clear print. 
Bgldface headings are alphabetized by let- 
ter. An asterisk in the body of the article 
indicates a cross reference, and frequent 
see references appear in the text. 

The binding is.a light grey-blue fabri- 
koid, with a picture of a Canadian indus- 
try on each cover. The effect is rather 
that of a school textbook. Standard re- 
inforcements are used, and the two review 
volumes seem fairly sturdy. 

Although no recommendation can be 
made before the set is complete, it is felt 
that in the two published volumes of 
Encyclopedia Canadiana there is promise 
of a valuable reference work on Canada.
